SUBJECT : IG Meeting on Williamsburg Summit

1. On 28 March, I attended an IG meeting 25X1
dealing with preparations ror tne willlamsburg Summit. The
meeting was chaired by the President's personal Summit
representative, Allen Wallis, Under Secretary of State for
Economic Affairs. The meeting was unusually short, lasting only
about 20 minutes.

2., Wallis provided a very brief account of the San Diego
Sherpa meeting held on 16-~18 March. 1In general, he believes the
meeting went well. The United States presented its proposals for
the Summit agenda and got little response one way or the other
from most of the Six. Wallis anticipates that more extensive --
though not necessarily more negative -- reactions to the agenda
are likely to surface at the next Sherpa meeting scheduled for
16-17 April. The only agenda topic which created some
controversy was East-West trade. | | 25X6
